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ABSTRACT OF THE DISCLOSURE 
A tray-type container 10 includes a bottom wall 20, longitudinally-extending 
outer side walls 22, and laterally-extending end walls 24, the outer side walls 22 and the 
end walls 24 extending upwardly from the bottom wall 20 to form an inner cavity 26. As 
erected, the outer side walls 22 include a plurality of spaced-apart stacking tabs 28A-28D, 
and the bottom wall forms a plurality of spaced-apart apertures 60, 70, 80, 82, 86, and 88 
for receiving the stacking tabs 28A-28D of like or similar containers. A plurality of 
tray-type containers 10 may be unitized in several stacked configurations utilizing the 
stacking tabs 28 and apertures 60, 70, 80, 82, 86, and 88. Typically, the plurality of 
imitized containers 10 are placed upon a shipping pallet or slip sheet, or placed within a 
shipping container to facilitate shipping by large carriers.
